A THEOLOGICAL DISCUSSION

In your issue of Sunday, March, 13th there 
are statements in the article “Don’t be so Im- 
ow with which every Christian must take 

ue. 

First—That “it is the general opinion among 
those most competent to form an opinion that 
it has been something iike one hundred thous- 
and years” |man has lived upon the earth] 
“and that during the greater part of that enor- 
mous period he did not possess the gift of ar- 
ticulate speech.” 

Now, this is downright infidelity, which we 
do not often see inthe Sun. If true, the whole 
Christian plen of salvation falls to the ground. 
If man did not come perfect from the hands of 
God, aud sinned of his own free will, and by 
sin death came into the world and all the at- 
tendaut evils that beset mankind, so that 
Christ came and became man, and offered Him- 
self as an atonement for the sins of man, and 
thereby opened heaven to a fallen race, then, 
indeed, has He died in yain, and His followers 
are of all men the most foolish. 

But, thank God, the narrative of the gospel 
has never been successfully assailed. There is 
no evidence in existence that man has existed 
100,000 years, cr 10,000, or that he existed at 
ail prior to the time when God said: “Let us 
make man to our own image.’ ‘This, accord- 
ing tothe sacred Scriptures, was about 6,000 
years ago. 

There are no monuments or written records 
of man which date back 5,000 years, as claimed 
in the same article. There has never been any- 
thing found that goes beyond the flood. which 
occurred less than 4,000 years ago. 

Those mest competent to judge agree with 
the Gospel narrative. Ever fact that has 
been brought tothe knowledge of mankind, 
either in ancient or wodern times, agrees with 
the Scriptures. The so called scientisis and 
philosophers who dispute this each follows a 
theory of his own, or one he has borrowed 
frem some forgotten crank of the past. They 
agree in nothing but to disagree with each 
other and everybody else. To the soul of man 
which asks for bread they offer a stone. The 
common sebse of mankind, as well as that 
monitor which God has given toeach and all, 
the conscience, revolts at such theories. We 
want something solid instead of a mouthful of 
moonshine which they coffer us. 

The reasonable evidences which we have 
outside of the narrative of the Scriptures all 
sustain the idea that man hasbeen on earth 
oniy the time allotted by the sacred volume. 
All the races of man who have a literature or 
a history dativg;back over 2,000 years claim an 
Asiatic origin. The Greeks and Romans came 
from the east. The Ceits all claim to originate 
from the Phoenicians, who came from ancient 
Sc, thia via the Mediteranean. The Germanic 
tribes claim the same origin. The Belgics, the 
Franks, the Saxons, Jutes, Goths, Fins, Scandi- 
navians, Vandals and Lombards all came from 
the east—the cradle of the race-—in compara- 
tively modern times. So did the Huns,the Scla- 
vonic races and the Turks. In factthe great 
and populous nations of modern Europe 
were since the coming of our Lord upon the 
earth a handful of savage tribes, compara- 
tively few in number, warlike, desperate, and 
hungry, who, rtshing from the wilds of Asia, 
where the ark rested affer the flood, hewed 
out a place for themselves among their kins- 
men who preceded them. 

I do not pretend to quote statistics and com- 
pare modern nationsto-day with what they 
were even a century ago, and doesit not prove 
conclusively that the race is new apon the 
earth? A century ago France was the most 
populous of the European countries, and she 
bad only 24,000,000 (aboat). Nowshe has fifty 
per cent more, and Germany and other nations, 
then jess numerous, have passed her in popu- 
lation. Does not this show conclusively that 
mankind is young, that it is obeying the com- 
mand of God to “increase and multiply and 
fi}l the earth?” 

These proofs of the recent creation of man 
are reasonable and cannot be upset by a hand- 
ful of bones cut of some cave which some mod- 
ern theorist claims must be over six thousand 
years old, and, therefore, holds the Scriptures 
wrong. 

I will say nothing of the common tradition 
among ail nations as regards the flood, even 
the savage tribes. Neither wiil I speak of the 
eastern nations, Chinese aud others, who claim 
a history dating back before the flool, and 
which has given sch comfort to modern infi- 
dels. All know that these co-called histories 
are fables, and modern compared with the age 
claimed for them, and do not affect the truth of 
the Holy Scriptures in the least.

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BETRAYED BY MEXICAN JOE 


The Sufferings of Three Gold Hunters on a 
Mexican Desert. 
From the New York Sun. 

No mortal being, unless he has travélled the 
length and breadth of Mexico within the past 
six months, can form any correct idea of the 
widespread drought which has prevailed there, 
The tourist over the Mexican Central railroad 
has, of course, looked out on each side of the 
roadway u;on the vast dusty plains that stretch 
into the dim horizon or end abruptly at the 
base of the volcanic rock ranges. He did not 


know, however, that the deep dry basins from . 


which he saw the dust wreathing in columns 
as smoke from huge caldrons were the beds 
of iarge ponds, which heretofore at 
this season have been many feet deep with 
water, and covered with every variety of 
aquatic wild fowl; that the banks of the 
acequias, which irrigate the large ranches, no 
longer were strewn withthe golden leaves of 
the cottonweod,reminding one of Tom Tiddlen’s 
ground; that those ditches were as dry and 


parched as the bleached bones of the cattle 


| strewn in the mesquite brush; that the cen- 


tury plants and Snanish daggers wereof a 


| paler green, and that even the great burning 


boulders inthe arroyos seemed with all na- 
ture to pant for moisture. 

Last year these now grassless plains were 
dotted with large bands of antelope and 
tracked by myriadsof quail. Now no game 
can be seen far or near, for what has not per- 
ished has migrated long since to the ever 
watered districts. This direful condition has 
necessarily been destructive to the stock, and 
made the lives of the rancheros a burden of 
makeshifts and disappointments. 

It was early in the drought that Mexican 
Joe, a restless wanderer on the plains on the 
Lo ithe astern part of the state Chihuahua, came 
to Kl Paso, Texas, with a story of a gold find 
th: it set the three listeners to whom he con- 
ided bis secret wi'd with the most hopeful an- 
tic ipations. He told of a spot far out ona forty- 
mile wide desert where the sand was mixed, 
with gold dust, and which no one knew the 
existence but himself. To no better subjects 
could he have told his story for credence, fur 
all of them had been inoculated with the pros- 
specting and mining fever from their child- 
hood. The dust, he said, was rich; indeed the 
specimens he showed were of an extraordinary 
character. He added that the gold lay sixty 
wiles from water, thus showing the necessity 
of carrying water in great quantity on the 
suggested prospecting tour.

The glare 
of the sun on the sand was almost bliading, Is 
was noon before the party reached the spot 
where the gold was said to bs. A few minut’ 
bunt convinced them that all Mexican Joe hat 
said about its abundance was true.

This fear moved him so suddenly and strongly 
that in a moment of regret and despair he de- 
termined to leave his partners to a 
horrible fate out on the waterless desert.

All three were very much chafed 
and foot-sore; bnt the merchant’s feet were

The saf- 
ferings of the party were so great that not one 
of them since has even suggested getting the 
gold, which they know is a reality. It was 
some time before anything was heard of Mexi- 
can Joe.

Indeed, it seems to be a 
kind of “free for all’ in the south at present, 
with every state’s chances just what she makes 
them. 

In Danyille I find many things to-please me 
as a casual observer, and much to invite capi- 
tal and people. In addition to being one of the 
most delightful places in the world, socially, 
it is one of the handsomest cities in the coun- 
try. Main street, while not as lavishly lined 
with costly residences as Peachtree street 
in = Atlanta, will, nevertheless, com- 
pare favorably with that noted 
thoroughfare, and is every year growing more 
beautiful. A member of the Harper party 
during the recent tour through the south, pro- 
nounced Main street in Danville one of the 
handsomest he ever saw, and I am prepared to 
agree with him. A remarkably strong point 
in the growth of this city has been the pains- 
taking care of the people to have good streets. 
Nearly every principal streetis paved either 
with Belgian blocks or kobble stone, and some 
of the leading streets are macadamized several 
miles into the country. The visitor here can- 
not fail to be impressed with the general clean 
look of everything, and heaven knowsa clean 
city is much to be desired. In all my rounds 
through the south I have not seen a place to 
please me more. The residencesare handsome, 
and nearly all have beautifully keptlawns or 
gardens. In summer time, the foliage affords 
a lovely shade, and the city being about 800 
feet above tide water, residence here during 
the warm season is not at all disagreeable, 

The Growth of Danville. 
A [FINE SHOWING AND BETTER PROSPECTS 
AHEAD, 

Since the war Danville has been growing 
gradually, not fast, but surely. In1860 there 
were barely over 3,000 peeple here, while to- 
day, with north Danville, the mother town 
across the river, there are about 15,000 inhabi- 

toate INere is every reason <0 believe that 


mf" the population will largely increase during the 


next few vears, as every effort is making to 
puth the city into prominence, 
THE CITY’S LOCATION. 

I take from the Register, the daily paper 
here, an ably edited sheet, by the way, with 
Mr. Copeland at the helm, the following touch- 
ing the location of Danville: 

The city of Danville is situated in Pittssyl- 
vania county on Dan river and is at the junc- 
tion of the Virginia Midland railroad with the 
Richmond snd Danville through line. It is 
141 miles from Richmond, Virginia, and the 
fame distance from Charlotte, N.C. No city 
in the state can show the same progress since 
the war. Twenty years ago, Danville was a 

' small village. Now it is one of the busiest 
cities in the state, and as is demonstrated by 
the figures below, it is the largest bright to- 
bacco market in the world. Last year forty- 
one million pounds of tobacco were bought and 
fold in this market at an average 
of thirteen dollars and a half 
per hundred, Tobacco here is_ gold 
in private warehouses, and every pile is expos- 
€d.to the inspection of the buyer. No tobacco 
is sold by sample. Again, as Danville is in the 
heart of the bright tobacco belt, it is the cen- 
tral market for planters and shippers. There 
are more buyers in Danville than any other 
market, because it effers the best inducements 
to buyerr, and more bright tobacco is shipped 
here because the large number of buyers make 
prices higher here than elsewhere. Danville 
tobacco, leaf or manufactured, is known all 
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over the world, and this market must always 
Jead all others, 

There is noroom in this brief introduction 
to the report below to enter into any detailed 
statements of the growth and progress of Dan- 
ville, but by way of giving some idea of the 
rapid strides the city has made within a short 
time, attention is called to the fact that during 
the past twelve months,electric lights were in- 
troduced on the streets, a fire alarm system 
established, a sewer run on Main street, @ free 
bridge purchased, fifty thousand dollars ap- 
propriated for a new iron bridge, the contract 
for which has just been let; one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars appropriated towards 
the construction of the Atlantic and Danville 
railroad from Norfolk to Danville; three hun- 
dred thousand dollars more set apart ‘for rail- 
read purposes and will probably be appropri: 
ated towards the construction of the Danville 
and Northwestern railroad from Danville to 
Lexington, Va. It may be mentioned here 
that a party of Danville gentlemen are hard 
at work on the Virginia and Kentucky road, 
which, when completed, will form a part of 
the grand trnnkline from Norfolk through 
Danville to the Ohio river. The Danville and 
New River railroad is a link in this proposed 
system and this road was built by Danville en- 
terprisa With these roads completed Danville 
will become one of the most important railroad 
centres in the south. 

The city has purchased a large park just out- 
side of the corporate limits and anew reservoir 
will soon be erected. A party of capitalists 
have obtained a eharter and will soon begin 
the construction ef a city railway. 

Two new churches, as handsome as any in 
the state, were erected during the past year 
and a new hotel has just been opened and all 
this, to say nothing of the numerous private 
dwellings, factories and storehouses which have 
been built, and the splendid house for the sick 
which was established by the ladies. 

Casual Talks. 
HANDS AMONG THE PROMINENT 
PEOPLE OF DANVILLE, 

This afternoon behind Colonel James Neal’s 
fine span of bays, one of them, by the way, & 
cousin to “Maud §8.,” I drove around Danville. 
The more I see of the place the better I like it. 
That it is growing no one can doubt. New 
houses are going up in every part of the city, 
and I understand many new buildings are 
under contract for this year. The summer 
building promises terbe lively. During our 
drive I asked Colonel Neal: 

“Coionel, tell me what you think of Dan- 
ville?” 

“As Iam one of the comparatively few men 
in business here now who were born here, possi- 
bly my opinion of Danville may be colored by 
my natural love for my native place; but I be- 
lieve it is conceded by every one who Knows 
anything about Danville that it is one of the 
loveliest and most charming cities in the United 
States. Asa place of rosidence, it offers every 
inducement to settlers seeking a healthy loca- 
tion, refined society, educational advantages of 
the best character, and a community, withal, 
of busy, energetic, enterprising and progressive 
people.” 

“How are real estate values ?”’ 

“The last assessment of real estate here 
showed a prodiguous advance upon values at 
the preceding assessment, five years previously, 
and although in a few cases owners complained 
of over-valuation (in view of the tax collector) 
yet but very few cases could be found of prop- 
erty owners who would sell at assessed values, 
Real estate has been dull here, but it is not 
much so now, and in some sections of the city 
particularly. prices are rapidly advancing and 
the demand growing. The tax on real estate 
is only one dollar, with 12} cents added for 
school purposes, and this is far lower than in

any other city in the state. In Norfolk it is 
$2; in Lynchburg $165; in Petersburg $1.60 
and so on.” 

“What is the general outlook for the city?’ 

“In order to answer that question fally, Il 
would have to tell you of the new enterprises 
now and recently starting up here; of the 
several new railroad lines to be built from this 
city in various directions; of the street rail- 
way which will soon be running through our 
streets; of the new and splendid iron free 
bridge over the river; of the new water and 
gas works to be built very soon, to take the 
place of those we now have, and which the city 
has outgrown; of the new streets to be paved, 
etc. In a word, though, ‘our skies are bright 
and brightening.’ ”’ 

“What is the condition of your tobacco in- 
terests?”’ 

‘While it has, of course, sympathized with 
the general “hard times’ itis now recovering 
ver} rapidlyand if we havea good crop this 
year—] mean a.crop of good tobacco—we will 
be all right again at once.” 

“What has been the city’s growth inten 
years?” 

“In populatiou it has more than doubled; in 
wealth the progress has been even greater than 
in population and every man in Danville 
ought to be satisfied with the outlook.” 

Mr. C. G. Holland, one of the best men in 
Danville, answered my queries as follows. Mr. 
C. G. Holland was asked : 

‘What are tome of the advantages of Dan- 
vills as a manufacturing point ?” 

“Danville is situated in the finest tobacco 
growing region in the United States. There is 
no tobacco equal to that grown in the counties 
around and adjacent to Danville, and her man- 
ufacturs have all the facilities for manufactur- 
ing, and she is situated near to where a plenty 
of the best article of cotion is grown. Her 
cotton miils are equipped with all the latest 
improved machinery, all comparatiuely new 
with splendid water power.” 

“What is the amount in dollars now invested 
in cotton and other industrial enterprises?” 

“T refer you to statement below as recently 
compiled by the chamber of commerce of this 
city, which gives you everything except the 
number of leaf factories and ware houses, of 
which there are 142,” 

“The volume of our tobacco trade,” said Mr. 
Holland, “is in this tabulated statement.”

“About 600 in‘cotten factories, and from 
1,400 to 1,500 in tobacco factories of plug, ci- 
garetts and leaf.” 

‘How many cotton spindles here?” 

“Twelve thousand, (12,740) seven hundred 
and forty-——” 

“What is the annual product worth?” 

“Seven hundred and fifty ($750,000) thous 
and dollars.” 

“How many looms?’ 

“Six (600) hundred.” 

“What is your available water power?” 

“Fifteen (1,500) hundred on Danville side 
and one(1,000)thousand'on North Danville side 
Total, twenty-five (2,500) hundred.” 

“What is your opinion of cotton manufactur- 
ing in the south?” 

“Tt is good.” 

“What do you think of the outlook for Dan- 
ville?” 

“T think the outlook for Danville is exceed- 
ingly promising. Her business men for the 
most partare young, and are active, pushing, 
go-ahead people. The city is growing, and

there are many public and private improve- 


ments now being pushed forward. Prominent 
among them are new gas works, new reservoir, 
street railway, a new cotton mill of 500 looms, 
new academy of music (which tatter is about 
completed and is one of the handsomest public 
audience rooms in the south), a newiron bridge 
is now being built across Dan river, connecting 
Danville and North Danville.- We also have 
fine prospects for additional railroad facilities 
putting usin direct connection with Norfolk 
and also with the great west and southwest. 
Danville ought to double her population with 
all of her advantages in the next few years.” 

Mr. J. H. Johnston, one of the best posted 
men in Danville on manufactured tobacco, was 
asked: 

“What is the condition of your factories 
now?” 

“T have just, today, returned from a trip of 
over two months in the south and southwest 
and of course am not as well posted as to their 
condition as I would be if at home all the time, 
and as I will be in a few days—whenI ‘“‘catch 
up.” ButI find today that the condition of 
our factories is by no means discouraging, Of 
course tobacco manufacturing here has sympa- 
thized with the general depression of business, 
but I think there are evidences of the early 
return of the usual activity which has hereto- 
fore chars cterized our city asa manufacturing 
center.”’ 

“How does Danville manufactured tobacco 
stand abroad?” 

‘Danville tobaccos have always commanded 
preference in all markets, Latterly western 
ravies have made inroads upon the trade in

manufactured here still commands, and always 


| will command, the preference of those who 


want fine goods, Besides, our firm has for two 
years been manufacturing brands of white Bur- 
ley leaf,'in which we have already established 
a good trade, and I have no doubt that other 
firms here will also manufacture similar goods; 
for our manufacturers have always made a 
point of making Danville goods to command 
the preference of our customers of all taste 
and preferences.” 

“How does Danville rank as a tobacco cen- 
ter?” : 

“There is no spot upon the globe so well sit- 
vated as Danville is as a fine tobacco center. 
This is a fact which has always been conceded 
by every iniclligent man who has any knowl- 
edge of the geography of the tobacco-growing 
sections of this country.” 

“What is the valueof the manufactured pro- 
duct here a year?” 

“Over $2,000,000,” 

“How many factories have you here?” 

“Abont thirty.” 

‘“‘What do you consider the outlook for busi- 
ners in Danville?” 

_. All through the south and southwest the 
outlook is brightening, and I think Danville 
will necessarily take part in the general pro- 
gress of the south and the prosperity accompa- 
nying it. Our people area young, active and 
enterprising people. They’ll be sure to get 
their part of every good thing that comes 
along in this country. They have already 
made a notable departure from the one ideaism 
of some tobacco towns which depend upon to- 
bacco entirely. They have established cotton 
factories which-do a large and profitable busi- 
ness. Other like enterprises in iron and other 
manufactures will soon follow, and our indas- 
tries will thus become greatly diversified. 
Danville is going to bea great manufacturing 
and commercial city as well asshe already is 
the acknowledged centre of the fine tobacco 
trade of the worl1.”

SHOWING A HEALTHY CONDITION OF FINANCE 
AND GENERAL PROSPERITY. 


While Dsnville could use more money to 
good advantage, the bankers here have about 
$500,000 available capital which answers fairly 
for the business demande of the city. 

COMMERCIAL BANK. 

This institution is under able management, 
Mr. J. D. Blair being president, Mr. J. F. Rison 
vice-president, and Mr. J. L. Waring, cashier. 
The bank’s authorized capital is $300,000, of 
which $100,000 has been paid in. The surplus

The Planters’ bank is officered by Mr. W. T.

Danville’s Water Power. ay 
THE RIVER DAN FURNISHES A FINE POWER 
FOR FACTORIES, a! 

It is estimated that the available water pow- 
er at Danville is not less than 6,000 horse pow- 
er, orenough to run 300,000 spindles with 
other factories. 

On the Danville side of the river isa canal ' 
of the following dimensions: Length 3,500, 
average width 70 feet at the upper end and 40 
feet at the lower end. Average depth 5 feet. 
Fall 21 feet, capacity 2,000 horse power; annual 
revenue per horse power $15. The canal was 
built in 1§82 and is valued at $650,000. It be- 
longs to a joint stock company. 

On this canal are eight factories. First the 
cotton mills with a capital stock of $400,000. 
They employ 500 hands at an average of $6 a 
week, They have 310 looms, and 13,740 spin- 
dles, consume 2,000,000 pounds of raw material 
annually and turn out 650,000 yards of cloth, 
yarns, sheeting and plaids. Their annual prod: 
uct is valued at $750,000. These mills are 
never idle and yet cannot keep up with the.r 
orders, so popular have their goods become. 

In addition to these are two furniture and 
box factories, large machine shops and foundry 
of Crews & Westbrooks turning out all sorts of 
tobacco fixtures, threshing machines, etc., an 
ice factory, grain mill and the city electric 
light establishment. All these factories, in- 
cluding the cotton factories, employ 700 hands 
and their annual product is valued at $1,000, - 
000, ) 

On the other side of the river is fine water 
power only a part of which has been deve}oped. 
There are jarge corn and flour mills on this 
canal, These mills, including one other on the 
Danville side of the river, have a capital 
stock of $20,000, consume 180,000 bushels of 
grain annually with sales amounting to $175,- 
000, 

In a short while the Riverside mills will be- 
gin the erection of another huge cotton factory 
on the north side of the river costing $200,000 
with 600 looms. Itis estimated than an annual 
product in industrial enterprises of $10,000,000 
or $12,000,000 could be had from the water 
power at Danville on both sides of the river. 
The Monotoc mills have now 2,500 available 
horsepower, and use 8,000 spindles, but utilize 
only 200 horse power, perhaps less. Their pro- 


creased to over $4,000,000. The Riverside mills 
also have a large amount of unused water 
power which is available for industrial enter- 
prises, 

MOROTOCK COTTON MILLS. 

The above company is represented by C, G. 
Holland and F, X. Burten, the former presi- 
dent andthe latter secretary and treasurer. 
The firm has a paid up capital of $250,000, and 
a yearly product from $300,000 to $350,000, The 
size of the mill is 75x180 feet in dimensions, 
and five stories in height. They also have 
another building which is three stories high, 


and 40x50 feet high, or including all, 73,500 4 


square feet. The mills are run [by water-pow" 
er, 250 horse power, and manufacture plaids 
and cheviots, There are 7,500spindles and s14 
looms in the mills. The firm gives employ- 
ment to 200 hands, The mills are constantly 
increasing their capacity owing to the demand 
for the goods, which aro sold throughout the 
north, west, east and south. 
RIVERSIDE COTTON MILLS, 

of which T. B. Fitzgerald is president, R. A. 
Schoolfield secretary and treasurer, and S. J. 
Roberts superintendent, have an interested 
capital of $300,000, and an annual product of 
$350,000, including the corn mill. There are 
6,240 spindles and 260 looms in the mill, and 
the number ot people employed is 225. These 
employes receive as their monthly pay $5,000. 
Tae size of the building is. 103x75 feet, five 
stores, and including the other buildings there 
are 50,000 square feet floorspace. The numer 
of yards of plaids, checks, etc., which are 
daily produced is 13,000, or 4,000,000 yards 
every year. The power which is used to run 
the mills is water, 200 horse power. 

This firm has also another new mill on the 
other side of the river, with 600 looms, and a 
capital of $200,000, Théy make the same class 
and grade of goods, They require increased 
capital to large extent. 


Among the Factories, 
SOME ‘TATISTICAL DATA CONNECTED WITH 
THE DANVILLE TOBACCO FACTORIES, 

The immense piles of brick and mortar here 
used as tobacco factories, warehouses, etc., a © 
something encrmous. All over Danville their 
large dimensions rise three, four and five stories 
high, costing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and giving employment to 4,000 or more hands. 
I present below some statistical data connected* 
with these large factories which will prove in- 
teresting reading: 

PACE, TALBOTT & CO, 

The above firm manufacture all kind of plug 
and twist tobacco, with a capital of $100,009, 
and have a yearly product of 500,000 pounds, 
which is worth from $150,000 to $200,000 
Their weekly payroll is from $800 to $900 
which goes to their 225 hands that are employ- 
ed in the establishment. The size of the fac- 
tory is 240x40 feet and fonr stories high. 

F. X. BURTON & CO, 

This company occupies a four-story building, 
40x175 feet, or 28,000 square feet, and make all 
grades and styles of plug and twist tobacco. 
They have a capital of $100,000, and a yearly 
product of $200,000. In the factory there are 
150 hands employed. The sale of these goods 
incluie the south and west, 

PENN & RISON 
have a large factory four stories in height, the 
size of the building being 57x125 feet, or 25,- 
500 square feet. The capital invested by this 
firm is $50,000, and have a yearly product of 
$24,000, or in pounds of tobacco is equal to 
500,000. The number of hands employed in 
the factory is 150, who receive weekly for 
their labers $800. The sale of the goods is 
throughout the south, nocth and west. The 
cspacity of the factory is 400,000 pounds o 
tobacco year’y, or $250,000 to $375,000.

NEW YORK, March 26.—The stock market 
lacked character this morning until after the issue 
of the bank statement. When it appeared, how-

Cep Joyner, Chief of the Fire Department, Asked to 
Enter the BRace—Captain Couch and Captain «4 
Manley Said to be After the Pium -—Cap- 
tain Connolly Stays in the Fieid. 


Quite a sensation was created in the city 
yesterday afternoon, by rumors that W. R.

As is always the case, 
other rumors followed, and before the day 
closed, it was generally announced that Cap- 
tain Manley and Captain ouch, 
as well as Chief Joyner would 
enter the race against Captain A. B. Connolly, 
the present chief. All attempts to trace the 
various rumors toa reliable source failed. How- 
ever, one of the commissioners, in response to 
a question, said: 

“Yes, I have heard that Captain Manly, Cap- 
tain Couch and Chief Joyner are all in the 
race.” 

“Sinee when?’ 

“Well, I believe Captain Couch has been 
mentioned asa candidate both for chief and 
captain for zome time past. Captain Manly’s 
name was first suggested to me yesterday, and 
Chief Joyner’s today.” 

“But do you knowthat they will enter the 
race against Chief Connelly?” 

“Of course, I don’t know it. In fact, I know 
nothing, except that several persons approached 
me yesterday about Captain Manly. Today I 
guess fifty of Atlanta’s most prominent citizens, 
representing all classes and professions,chave 
been to see mo to urge upon me to support 
Chief Joyner.” 

“Have any of the candidates called to see 
you ?”’ 

" “Only Joyner and the present chief, Captain 
Connolly.” 

“And what do they say ?”

IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE LAW 


REGULATING FEDERAL COURTS, 


Which Wil Materially Alter the Methods of the 
Courtse—an Important Piece of State’s Rights 
Legislation—Tne Status of Receivers and 
Managers Appointed by the Courts. 


There was quitea stir among the United 
States court officials, yesterday, over what is to 


them an important discovery. 

By the morning’s mail Judge Newman re- 
ceived an official copy of an act, passed daring 
the closing hours of congress, which makes 
some very radical changes in the jurisdiction 
and workings of the United States circuit 
courts. It seems that the fate of the bill had 
been entirely lost sight of by both the officers 
of the court and the members of the bar, and 
nobody connected with the court here knew 
of its having become a law. The new law will 
cause some very decided changes in the United 
States courts, and its provisions are of great 
interests, not only to attorneys, but especially 
'o that class of litigants whose cases hive here- 
tofere been tried in the United States courts. 

When a CONSTITUTION representative called 
on the various officers of the court to learn 
their opinions of the law yesterday afternoon, 
none had as yet had an opportunity to closely 
examine it. Aboutthe ouly feature that was 
clearly underetood was that which increases 
the minimum amount for which suit can be 
brought in United States courts from $509 to 
2.000, exclusive of interests and costs. Dis- 
trict Attorney Hill, when asked his views coa- 
cerning the law, said: ‘ 

‘T have had no opportunity to examine it 
closely, but do not think the increase from $500 
to $2,C00 will have a very big effect upon the 
volume of the business. ‘There are now in the 
United States courts very few suits in which 
the matter in dispute is less than 
two thousand dollars. The other changes, so 
far asI could judge from a hasty reading of 
the act, seem 1ather to imdicate increased busi- 
ness.” 

Colonel Buck, clerk of the United States 
courts, said: 

“In my opinion the bill will causea very 
considerable decrease in the volume of busi ae3s 
of this office. I have not had an opportunity 
to study the act as yet, but Captain Harry 
Jackson, whose practice is very largely in our 
courts, has examined it thoroughly, and can, I 
think, give a good insight into its provisions.” 

Captain Jackson was seen at his oflice last 
— In response to the reporter's in. 
quiry, he said: 

“‘] regard this law the

paceed since the war—at least so far as the ju- 
diciary department of the government is con- 
cerned. It isa law of great public inte rest, as 
it meskes some decided changes in the existing 
modes of prcce<dure in the United States courts. 
These changes, or rather the principal ones, 
can be summarized about as follows: 

“Providing that the circuit courts shall have 
cognizance, either by original suit or by re- 
moval, of suits of a civil nature where the 
matter in dispute exceeds, exclusive of inter- 
est and costs, the sum of $2,000. Heretofore 
500 bas been the minimum sum.” 

“Commercial paper, payable to order or 
bearer, cannot be sued in or removed tothe 
United States courts, unless the original par- 
ties to the contracts were citizens of different 
states.” 

“Removals to the United States court can 
only be had on the petition of one or more of 
the defendants. They can never be had on 
bebalf of the plaintiff except where the parties 
desire their rights or title to lands in dispute 
under grants from different states.”’ 

“Receivers or managers of property under or- 
ders of the United States courts shall oparate 
the same in accordance with the state laws in 
reference thereto. Receivers or managers vio- 
lating this provision shall be subject toa fine 
not exceeding $3,000 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, both fine and imprisonment 
at the discretion of the court.” 

“Receivers or managers of property ap- 
yointed by the United States courts may be 
sucd without previous leave of the court 
making the appointment, being obtained.” 

“All national banking associations, for the 
purposes of every class of actions at law or 
in equity, shall be deemed citizens of the 
state in which they are located and the 
courts of the United States shall have no 
jurisdiction of cases brought for or against 
them, if they would not have had jurisdiction 
of such cases if brought against other citizens.’ 

“Applications for the removal of cases from 
the state to the federal courts, except on ac- 
count of prejudice or local influence, or aris- 
ing under the civil rights bill, must be made 
at the t'me, or any time before, the applicant 
is required by the laws of the state to answer 
or toplesd. Where the basis of removal is 
prejudice or local influence, the application 
may be made at any time before the trial.”’ 

‘Where cases have been removed upon the 
application of plaintiff on the ground of preju- 
dice or local influence, the United States courts 
may, upon application of the other 
party, examine into the trath 
of suvh grounds, and unless it shall 
appear to the satisfaction of the court that said 
party will not be able to obtain justice in the 
state court, it shall cause the case to be reman- 
ded thereto,” 

“These are, I think, the most important fea- 
tures ofthe law,’ added Captain Jackson, ‘‘as 
you will see, the changes are very imporiant 
and will probably make considerable differ- 
ence in the amount of business done in the fed- 
eral courts. 1 do not thiok, however, that the 
business of the courts will be very materiilly 
lightened for new legislation—the interstate 
commerce and other laws—will probably fur- 
nish considerable litigation.” 

The act is a quite lengthy one and one 
which will furnish food for a great deal of 
stucy. Oneof its prominent features is that 
portion which provides that no circuit nor dis- 
trict curt shall “have cognizance of any suit, 
except upon foreign bills of exchange, to re- 
cover the contents of any promissory note or 
other chose in action in favor of any assignee 
orapny <ubsequent holdér of such instrument be 
payable to bearer, and be not made by any cor- 
poration, unless such suit might have been 
prosecuted in such court to recover the said 
contents if no assignment or 
transfer had been made.”’ This will prevent 
the indiscriminate transfer of commercial pa- 
per to residents of different states simply to 
enable the real owner to bring suit in the Uni- 
ted States courts. That portion of the law rel- 
ative tothe removal of cases from the state 
courts to the feceral courts is one which will 
make considerable difference in the methods of 
yractice. The sections relative to receivers 
and managers appointed by the federal courts 
are radical changes from the old law. Other 
features, as pointed out by Captain Jackson, 
are of great importance, and their effect upon 
+he work of the courts will be watched with 
inf rest.

government to issue ten thousand millions of 
paper money, and then everybody in the na- 
tion would have a hat full or a pocket full, and 
we would go to work and buiid up railroads 
and canals, and steamships, and churches, and 
theaters, and colleges, and fine houses all over 
the country, and all of us be so happy. When 
asked if there wouldent be a big collapse after 
a while, he said: “Yes, of course, there would; 
any fool might know that; but the railroads, 
and canals, and churches would be there; they 
wouldent collapse.” 

Now, if these mammoth companies will 
only build up something, we would for- 
give the collapse when it came, 
but the more you water stock the less 
solid it becomes and the more unfit for a 
foundation. Booming a town has got to bea 
regular science, and no doubt will soon be 
classified as one of the unknown sciences, and 
a book be written upon it, and there will be 
normal schools to train the experts. The hol- 
low sound from an empty barre! will be dig- 
nified into music that will move the multi- 
tudes to tears. The boomerang attachment 
that follows the boom will be treated of in 
another book by a different author. I saw one 
of these not lang ago. A young man took two 
thousand dollars of watered {stock at seventy- 
five cents fin tthe dollar, and- i 
was boomed up to par, and held on fora higher 
price untii the boomerang came along and 
gave the boom a back jstroke and a side wipe, 
and now he is poking around trying to get two- 
hundred for his two thousand. But you don’t 
see any mention of these boomerang capers in 
the newspapers. They are not telegraphed. 
They are out of the regular programme. 

The latest and most improved method is for 
a few experts to get an option on 500 acres or 
waste land at one hundred dollars an acre, 
then organize into a great land and improve: 
ment company, with a prospectus of iron fur- 
naces and rolling woills and 
Besseman plants and water the 

fifty thousand dollars up to halfa million of 
stcck and float it on a_tidal wave of fifty cents 
in the dollar, and by the time one-fourth of 
the stock has been taken the original investors 
are to drop out and let the new members pad- 
dle their own canoe. Sometimes they “start 
her’ at twenty-five cents and “boom her up” 
gradually until they have doubled or trebied 
their money, and then you will hear something 
drop if you are close by, but it won’t get into 
the newspapers, forthe poor fellows who are 
losers don’t want anything said about 
it. They took the hazard—they wanted 
something for nothing,“@ and they got 
nothing for something, and it is allright all 

around. Now when anacre of ground away 
out in the suburbs of a town sells for five. hun 

dred dollars and the next day for a thousand 
and so on untilit has edvanced to twenty-five 
hundred within a week, and nobody has any 
design or intention of building uponit, you 
may know that there is a fool or a fraud at one 
endoftherope. It isa speculative craze—a 
mania thatis just as degrading as gambling 
and much more demoralizing to the young 
meu of the land. Why, it seems that these spec- 
ulators don’t hold up for Sanday, but just keep 

dealing on, The object of a greatJand and im- 

provement company under the modern boom 
is not to buy land and build up manufactories 
thereon, but to buy options and sell stock. A 

company may be capitalized at two hundred 

thousand dollars or half a million, but five per 
cent will securea big basket full of options,and 

for a time—ssay six months—give control of 50- 

060 acres of land. Within that timegit can be 
seen whetherthe concern will sink or swim, 

survive or perish. If the stock goes above par 
the shrewd ones can unload, and they gener- 

ally do ata handsome profit. That is the Jay 

Gould plan. 

Now when a land and improvement compa- 
ny organizes on a paid-up basis and actually 
purchase valuable mineral lands with inten- 
tion to go to work and buiid and develop, it 
commends itself to our people. We can see 
what they have got and know they have paid 
forit. Thos6é ventures need no boom, no infla- 
tion, no experts, no daily telegrams and they 
seek none. Itis altogether proper and expe- 
dient for a people to set forth fairly before the 
public the natural advantages of their 
section and to invite a visit 
from those seeking investments, but this 
unnatural and fictitions inflation that shocks 
the judyment of conservative men is all wrong 
and should be discountenanced. The value of 
land is always proportionate tothe income that 
can probably be derived from it. The income 
is the true basis of its wosth, and that income 
does not fluctuate much, never rapidly. A 
piece of land that is worth only five hundred 
dollars today cannot be worth [a thousand to- 
morrow and two thousand next day. .
